REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


——_—_——— 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Greenwood: 


There have been several changes in the teaching force 
luring the past year. Miss Hazel Salls, who had successfully 
taught the primary grades at Lockes Mills, resigned during 
the summer and Miss Ruth Johnson of Portland succeeds 
her. Miss Helmi Piippo of Hebron is in charge of the inter- 
mediate grades. Mrs. Charlotte Folsom of North Raymond 
has the Richardson Hollow School. All our teachers are 
loyal and efficient workers and with the teacher shortage 
now becoming alarmingly acute we shall do well to keep 
them. 

The excellent standard of scholarship maintained by the 
Greenwood pupils now attending secondary schools is 
again worthy of comment. 


The appropriations recommended for the next year are 
practically the same as last year. The seemingly large bal- 
ance on hand is due the fact that a few less pupils are at- 
tending high school than was expected and also to an un- 
expected increase in the equalization fund. 


It must be understood that the amount of the equaliza- 
tion fund must be expended before the end of this school 
year and the small increase given the teachers will be taken 
care of till the end of the school year from the equaliza- 
tion money ineluded in the balance on hand. 


The following quoted from a letter from the State Commis- 
sioner of Education is self- explanatory.— ‘Failure of local 
school officers to expend the equalization fund will be con- 
sidered sufficient reason for decreasing or withholding en- 
tirely future allocation.’’ 


It goes without saying that teachers everywhere will de- 
mand an increase in salary and it is quite probable that a 
minimum wage will be established for all teachers in the 
State. 
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The conveyance problem requires more than the usual 
consideration because of the tire situation. 


The committee in making the recommendations weighed 
the question of each item carefully and it is hoped that the 
voters will assure the committee of their confidence by ad- 
hering to the recommendations made. 


The repairs for the past year have consisted largely of 
refinishing the interior of the Tubbs and Richardson Hollow 
buildings. 

It will be possible to care for the textbooks and supplies 
with the same smaller appropriation of the last two years. 


In conelusion, T would again express my gratitude to the 
Superintending School Committee, teachers, pupils, parents 
and citizens for their loval support.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


—_——_. 


To J. R. Bennett, a constable of the town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village in said town, on Monday, the 
second day of March, 1942, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside ‘at said meet- 
ing. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the municipal officers for the year 1941. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 
Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to elect road com- 
missioner or commissioners, establish their number and fix 
their pay. 


Art. 7. To choose a commissioner or commissioners, 


Art. 8. To choose one member of the school committee 
for three vears, and all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To raise money for free high school tuition and 
the support of common schools. 


Art. 10. To raise money for the purchase of textbooks. 


Art. 11. To raise money for the repair of schoolhouses, 
and insurance on schoolhouses. 

Art, 12. To raise money for the supplies of the common 
schools. 
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Art. 13. To see if the sum of $25.00 or more, will be 
raised for school nursing in the town of Greenwood, under 
the auspices of the Bureau of Health of the State Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare. 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
State Aid Road construction (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridg- 
es) under provisions of Section 19, Chanter 28. Revised Sta- 
tutes of 1930. or under the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 
229, Publie Laws, of 1937. 


Art. 15. To see what sum, if any, the town will recom- 
mend to take from the joint State Aid account for the pur- 
pose of applying bituminous surface treatment to State Aid 
road, in excess of the requirements of Section 2, Chapter 
129 Public Laws, of 1935. 


Art. 16. To raise money for snow removal. 


Art. 17. To raise money for the support of roads and 
bridges. 

Art. 18. To raise money for the maintenance of State 
and State Aid roads. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of not less than $598.00 which is required by law for the 
maintenance of third class roads. 

Art. 20. To raise money for interest for the ensuing year, 

Art. 21. To raise money for town officers’ bills and mis- 
cellaneous expenses. 

Art. 22. To raise money for street lights. 


Art. 28. To see what sum per day the town will pay the 
selectmen for their services. 


Art. 24. To see what sum per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, teams and trucks with drivers, for labor on the 
highways. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasur- 
er’s and tax collector’s bond. 


Art. 26. To raise the sum of money for Memorial Day 
cbservances and name that sum. 
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Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise toward paying notes and name that sum. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will raise money for the 
support of poor and name that sum. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of the 
Town: such loan or loans to be paid during the current mu- 
nicipal vear out of money raised during said current muni- 
¢inal vear bv taxes. Said loans not to exceed in the aggre- 


erate, $18,000.00. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to instruet the su- 
perintending school committee to re-open any closed school 
whenever they deem it advisable. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell real estate acquired by tax liens, 


Art. 32. To see if the town will pay members of the 
school committee for their services for 1940. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will raise money for Moth- 
er’s Aid and fix the amount. 


Art. 84. To see if the town will raise the sum of $25.00 
for advertising Oxford County, to be expended by the Ox- 
ford Hills and Lakes Regional Association. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to purchase a suit- 
able number of Indian pumpers for the use of the town and 
raise money for such purpose. 


Art. 86. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for painting the town hall and fix that sum. 


Art. 87. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to insure the town tractor against property dam- 
age and personal liability. 


Art. 88. To see whether or not the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 for advertising our 
natural resources, advantages and attractions, under the 
provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Revised Statutes. 
Said money te be expended through the State of Maine Pub- 
licity Bureau, 
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Art. 89. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


The Selectmen will be in session ‘at nine o’clock of the 
day of said meeting for the purpose of correcting the list of 
voters. 


Hereof fail not, and have you there this warrant with your 
doings thereon.
